REV. JOHN D. HAYS. 


Rev J. D. Hays was born in Twiggs County, Ga., November 4th, 1827 _ 
_ Early in the year 1828 his parents removed to Marengo County, Alabama. 
In the year 1836 they removed to Lauderdale County, Mississippi, where he 
spent the early part of life. Inthe month of November, 1844, at the age 
_~ of 17, he was converted and joined the Methodist Church under the minis- 
_ try of Rev. C. C. Calloway. He was baptized and received into full fellow- 
ship in the church in October, 1845, by Rev. Wilson Wier, the father of _ 
Dr. T. C. Wier of the North Mississippi Conference. Bro. Hays soon de-— 
veloped a call to preach ; and, though blind, he conferred not with flesh Wien 
and blood, but consecrated all his powers to the work of the Christian 
ministry. 
He was a man of decided ability, and of thorough devotion to Christ | 
and duty. On the 11th of October, 1849, he was licensed to preach by Rev. | 
William A. Smythe, P. E., by order of the Quarterly Conference to which 
_he belonged, The years 1850 and 1851 were spent at school, preparing as 
best he could under the difficulty of blindness, for his life work. mind 
The year 1857 was spent as a supply on the DeKalb Circuit, then jn th the ait 
Eo Al ama Canference. _ After that he continued to exercise the functions of Pie 
his ministry in the local ranks, until ‘the latter part of 1861, when he was

Westville, Garlandsville, Paulding, Mt. Olivet, Newton, Forest and Morton; 
Enterprise, Spring Hill, Lake, Forest, and Morton, (the second time), Hick- 
ory, Lake, (the second time), Fannin Georgetown, Bayou Pierre, Terry, 
Pearlington, Scranton, and Poplarville. In all these charges Bro. Hays 
maintained the same unblemished reputation, faithfulness to duty, and fer- 
vent zeal for the salvation of souls; and the Lord crowned his ministry 
with abundant results. He was a popular preacher, in demand at protract- 
ed meetings and camp meetings, and wonderful displays of divine power 
attended his ministry. His appeals on those occasions were often overpow- 
ering, and the effects were visible throughout the vast crowds that waited 
on his ministry. He was a man of strong analytical mind with excellent 
descriptive powers and a memory seldom equaled. 

In the year 1882 Bro. Hays was happily married to Miss Martha 
Barnes of Hinds County, Miss. She contributed largely to his happiness 
and usefulness. She was converted under his ministry at the age of twelve. 
Her devotion to him was very beautiful. 

At our late Conference in Canton, Bro Hays was appointed to Coy- 
ington. He was not able to attend this session of the Conference and soon 
after its close news reached us that he was veryill in Terry, Miss., and then 
came the sad news that he was gone from us. He died in peace, December 
29th, 1890. On the nightof the 28th he seemed to be better and conversed 
freely about our late Conference, asking many questions about the brethren 
and the appointments. He seemed pleased with his own appointment and 
expressed the hope of being able soon to gotoit. But his work was done. 
.Early next morning the pure spirit of our brother was translated to glory. 
Without a struggle he fellasleep in Jesus, a beautiful smile radiating his 
face as he ceased to breathe. Was it produced by the opening of his eyes 
in glory and the appearance of the Lord?

REV. RICHARD ABBEY. 


Rev. Richard Abbey, second son of Richard and Dolly Abbey, was 
born near Rochester, New York, Nov., 16,1805, and died at the home of 
his only child, Mrs. Julia Magruder, in Yazoo City, Miss., October 23rd, 
1891. . 

In 1821 when 16 years of age, he came South in search of work to aid 
in the support of his mother, his father having been killed in the lategvar 
He found employment in the mercantile establishment of P. F. Merrick in 
the city of Natchez. Ina few years by reason of his great diligence and 
excellent business capacity, he rose to the headship of the establishment. 

Early in life he became a Christian and joined the Methodist Church» 



































serving for many years as class leader, steward and Sunday School worker, ay), 
During his stay in Natchez he helped to organize the first Temperance ie 

- Society in the south-west, and throughout his life was an ardent advocate of

In 1839 he moved to Yazoo County and was licensed to preach by the 
Quarterly Conference of Yazoo City in 1841. He was employed in local . 
me work until 1857. In 1858 he was elected to the position of financial secre- 
tary of the Publishing House at Nashville. During the dark days of 
war and ruin he alone remained to defend it against the ravages of fire and — 
_ sword and to his tireless energy and legal skill, we are largely indebted today 
for that flourishing institution. In 1867 he returned to Mississippi and en- 
tered again the regular work of the itinerant, but again in 1872 he was ap- 
P pointed as special agent of the Publishing House, with headquarters at Wash- 
- ington City, where he remained until 1881. 
a From that time forward his name appears upon our minutes in the re- 
lation of supernumerary. His powersin the pulpit were appreciated most ih 
by the thoughtful and those capable of following hisclose lines of reasoning. ia 
A great thinker, a thorough reasoner; when he once formed his conclu- iy ef 
clusions, he was tenacious of his position and hard to combat. He delight- +.) hs 
ed in the companionship of those who were given to much thought, always 
_ having under consideration some subject on which he was ready to ask 
questions to elicit discussion or secure information, He was an incessant, — ‘igh 
tireless thinker. He was not hasty to commit his thoughts to paper, but 
looked at his subject carefully and from every point. His theory was, espe-_ 
cially in book making, that the author should be certain of his position and 
fear no man’s criticisms. ‘ 
_ Though apparently indifferent to the presence of children, no one ap- 
preciated their rights and pleasures more than he ; no one took greater de- 
light in the improvement of the young and no one was more ready to in- 
- struct and counsel them Many of his best thoughts and illustrations were _ 
ae from the children of the home, and more than once has he expressed © 
hoe belief that pis “Christian Cradlehood” was the best book of his life. ;

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Notwithstanding his powers as athinker and writer he was a modest 
man, preferring to be a quiet listener to an obtrusive speaker. 

The last two sermons which it was my pleasure to hear him preach, 
were full of pathos and unction. The text of one was 24th verse of 73d 
Psalm, “Thou shalt guide me with Thy counsel and afterwards receive me 
to glory.” The other was the oft repeated 16th verse of the 3rd chapter of 
John’s Gospel. His hearers were delighted and his own face shone with 
Heavenly splendor. More than once great tears filled his eyes as he dis- 
coursed of the love of God and the prospects. of glory. He continued to 
preach to the end, having an appointment to preach in the Methodist 
Church in Yazoo City the. day after his burial. Thus at once he ceased to 
work and live. Truly may it be written in his death that, “There is a 
prince and a great man fallen in Israel.” 

His last illness was brief as his physical strength was unable to cope with 
the much dreaded hematuria. His end was peace. During his last illness 
he requested that his favorite hymn, “Savior more than Life to me,” should 
be sung. The night before his death he repeated the 23d Psalm, dwelling 
with peculiar emphasis on the words, “Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for Thou art with me, Thy 
rod and Thy staff, they comfort me andI shall dwell in the house of the 
Lord forever.” 

His last message to his Conference was, “Tell my brethren that I am 
ready to go, willing to stay.”

Francis Marion Featherstun was son to Burwell and Rebecca Adams 
Featherstun. He was born in Robertson County, Tennessee, September 
24,1827. Before attaining his majority he moved to Mississippi and settled 
in Warren County.

_ My long acquaintance was Rey. James M. Gann, extending through. a 

ter of a seat ye contralled: Mah surviving members of his stat" in hei 
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choice of one to write his obituary. If sincere affection for, and close and 
intimate association with, my now glorified brother qualifies for 
the task, their choice may be justified. ButI cannot but feel that other 
qualifications are required to pay fitting tributeto the memory of one so 
gifted and noble. 

Our deceased brother kept no diary, and left no written memoranda to 
furnish facts and incidents of his active and useful life to aid in the prepa- 
tion of this paper. This unfortunate neglect may be pardoned on the 
ground of his great and ceasless activity inthe work he felt himself called 
to do. I must, therefore, rely mainly upon my knowledge of the man, 
gained in intimate association with him for several years succeeding our 
first acquaintance. 

He was born Feb. 16th, 1821. I am notinformed as to the place of his 
nativity ; but going upon my recollection of what he told me of his early. 
life, I would say: he was born in Marion County, Ala. At any rate he 
grew up in this portion of Alabama, From 1820 to 1840, the latter date 
about the time he attained his majority, in that somewhat wild and sparsely 
settled country, educational facilities were very poor. 

The old field common school, as it was known fifty years ago, afforded 
him the only school advantagesin his reach. The curriculum of these 
schools embraced the three ‘‘Rs,” with here and there, in rare cases, a 
smattering of English Grammer and Geography. It is manifest that young 
Gann, with an ambition to excel in everything he undertook, madethe best 
possible use of the meager advantages that such schools afforded. I own to 
a feeling of regret that one so richly endowed by nature, should have been 
barred by his environments from access to the sources of knowledge to 
which his genius entitled him. He might have shone as a starof the first 
magnitude if he had been thoroughly educated. In spite of these disad- 
vantages he read and studied until he attained a degree of excellence as a 
preacher and pastor that few surpass. Our brother, when at his best, could 
reach and impress the masses in his pulpit ministrations as I have seldom 
known any othermanto do. He hadbeen soundly converted and knew 
from his own experience the truth, power and value of the religion that he 
urged his hearers to seek. This was the secret of his earnest and almost 
irresistible expostulations, that so mightily drew sinners in penitence to the 
feet of his Master. He was by nature impulsive, though warm-hearted 
and generous to a fault. His high sense of honor and noble independence, 
made him quick to resent an insult, and sometimes, it may be, he was_ be- 
trayed into mistakes through the suddenness and ardency of passion. But 
no one was more ready to make reparation when convinced of his mistake. 
Strong in his convictions, he did not hesitate to express them upon all suit- 
able occasions, and yet such was his manifest sincerity and honorable fair- 
ness towards those who differed with him, that not a few of these were 
among his most ardent friends and admirers. I do not think our brother

Though reared a 
rigid Calvinist, Charles became a Methodist at fifteen years of age, and em- 
braced with aggressive appreciation our Arminian statement of theology. 

In 1829 his father resolved to remove to the great West, where he had 
landed interests. Stopping for the winterin New Orleans, his son Charles 
found lucrative employment and there remained until he entered Wood- 
ward College at Cincinnati. Exhausting his funds and needing more 
means to complete his education, he returned to New Orleans and accepted 
a situatiOn in a large manufacturing establishment. 

On May 5th, 1832, he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of ‘‘New Orleans Station,’ with Barnabus Pipkin as Presiding Elder. 
Shortly thereafter, he started to Woodward College to complete his educa- 
tion. Spending a few days at Natchez, he was invited to preach, and so 
profound was the impression made by the young orator, that he was in- 
duced to supply the pulpit the balance of the year. In the fall of 1832 he 
was admitted on trial in the Mississippi Conference. He was stationed in 
the leading towns of the Conference, and early became one of the most elo- 
quent preachers of the south-west. For four years he was Agent of Cen- 
tenary College, and added largely to its assets. Asa temperance advocate, 
his fame was national. As a citizen, he was public spirited and patriotic. 
He was frequently called upon for conspicuous service in great conventions 
appointed to consider commerce, navigation, immigration, railroad devel- 
opment, sanitation, prison reform, etc., and everywhere with distinction to 
himself and his people. Much of his eventful life was devoted to works of 
charity and mercy. Hewasa great philanthropist. He passed through 
thirteen epidemics of yellow fever, and was untiring in his holy ministries. 
During the war between the States, he organized the hospital and supply 
depot system which became a benediction to the army in Virginia. ; 

In 1836 he married Miss Amanda Vick, daughter of Rev. Newett Vick, 
the founder of Vicksburg. She yet survives him, awaiting with sweet resig- 
nation the hour of their reunion in the skies. 

Dr. Marshall was a genius. He was skilled in architecture, profoundly 
versed in hydraulic engineering, the author of a work on astronomy, a writer 
on political economy, an able theologian, largely and accurately acquainted 
with the hymnology ofthe Christian church, and withal a preacher of power 
and in his prime of almost peerless eloquence. 

He loved young preachers and felt pardonable pride in their develop- 
ment He was a devout christian, humble, happy, prayerful, constant and 
consistent. His walk was close with God and his conversation. redolent of 
the spirit of intelligent consecration. His supreme desire was to be useful 
and holy. 


On the morning of Jan. 14, 1891, at his home in Vicksburg, he passed 
peacefully away. Realizing that the summons had come, he said: “Lord

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Report on State of the Church. 


Your committee on the State of the Church beg leave to report: We 
ffnd it difficult to obtain the needed information to present more than a few 
general statements. 

The Statistical Secretary informs us that ‘in our annual minutes 
_ there will appear an increase in numbers added to the church, as compared 
with statistics of 1890, of but 371. This, at first glance, may be taken as an 
unfavorable omen, yet, upon investigation as to the causes, it may be favor- 
able tothe spirituality of the church. 

There have been gracious revivals in almost every charge, but pastors 
have been exercising more careful discrimination in the reception of appli- 
cants for church membership. Church Conferences have been applying 
the pruning knife, cleaning the vine of many dead and unfruitful branches. 
Some have removed beyond our Conference boundaries and will appear on 
other records. Perhaps, if the roll of membership were reduced even 
more, until none were left but those truly loyal to the Mas- 
ter, it would be well. Weareglad to be able to report that our ministers are 
trying more to tone up the spiritual state of their charges, than the seeking 
of new additions. Many report an increase of prayer meetings, family 
altars, the reading of the Bible, secret prayer, and attendance upon pub- 
lic worship, while the influences of worldly mindedness, manifested in 
the greed fur gold, use of alcoholic beverages, and sinful amusements, give 
trouble insome quarters of our territory, upon the whole. we consider the 
spiritual condition as being upward in itstendency. We earnestly urge the 
brethren to be faithful to their ordination vows as so ably expounded by 
Bishop Hendrix to the class admitted into Conference this year.

There are 398 Schools in our bounds; 2212 officers and teachers, and 
17,051 scholars. This shows a decrease of 293 below the figures of last 
year.

bles Having considered the report of the Publishing House for the fiscal’ 
. what ending phAten 31, aB9T, we find the general condition of its business — 
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published at a financial loss. We would suggest that an especial effort be 
made to induce, not only our ministers, but also our professional lay mem- 
bers to encourage this publication by a more liberal support, both by 
subscription and as contributors. It isnot creditable to us as a great de- 
nomination to suffer it to languish. 

In view of the financial pressure in all departments, we would suggest 
. that, as soon as practicable, our connectional managers consider the advisa- 
bility of reducing the price of both these publications. Though it is to be 
borne in mind that our publications are not sustained on the same basis as 
the great metropolitan weeklies, yet we suffer by comparison of their prices 
with ours. 

We note with pleasure the prosperity of the Sunday School Depart- 
ment, andthe healthy tone of its publications. Wecommenda more liberal 
attention to these in the homes of our members, and would suggest the use 
of the portions of Scripture designed for home reading as the daily lessons 
in family service. Our entire membership could thus be brought? into inti- 
mate relationship with our Sunday School work, and thus there could be 
enlisted a more practical interest at this vital point. 

We heartily commend our Woman’s Missionary Advocate and an- 
nounce with much pleasure the anticipated early issue of a Woman’s ‘“Par- 
sonage and Home Mission Quarterly,” at the very modest price of only 
25 cents. We bespeak for it a warm and hearty reception in every South- 
ern-Methodist family. . 


The Annual Report of the “‘New Orleans Christian Advocate” shows 
3246 subscribers within the bounds of our Conference, an increase of only 
a little more than 3 per cent. during the year. The report shows a» delin- 
quency of $3971.95, on subscriptions within the conference, and a total de- 
linquency of $8861.85. This showing reveals an increase of more than 68% 
per cent.overthe delinquency of last year. It is evident that our paper 
cannot continue and perform effective service at this rate. We urge pas- 
tors to give earnest heed to two points : 


1. A diligent effort to raise the balance of subscription now due. 
2. A persistent and earnest effort to obtain new subscribers, on a 
cash basis if possible. 


We commend the election of brother B. F. Lewis as assistant editor. 
We would suggest that he lose no opportunity to visit interior points, and 
by co-operation with the pastors, press the claims of the Advocate. A fer- 
tile field may thus be opened among our members who are not so often 


approached by the many publication agents so numerous in our cities and 
central stations. rier

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We think that the Publishing Committee have done wisely in retain- 
ing Dr. C. W. Carter, as editor, and we are satisfied that the election of 
Rey. D. L. Mitchel, as publisher, is equally commendable. With the sup- 
port of pastors and people which they have just right to claim and expect, 
we anticipate an era of new prosperity for our home paper.

Report of Board of Education. 


We submit the following exhibit of the several educational institutions 
under our control, made up from the reports of their Boards of Trustees, 


as follows, viz: 
CENTENARY COLLEGE OF LOUISIANA 


has enjoyed a good degree of prosperity during the past year. One hun- 
dred and thirty-eight students were matriculated during the last session, and 
not quite a hundred have entered during the present term. The faculty 
consists of ten professors and teachers. Twenty-two young men prepar- 
ing for the ministry, were enrolled during last session, and twelve sons 
of ministers. The president holds special service every Saturday for 
those preparing for the ministry. 

The endowment has been increased. by the gift of $1,000 from Mrs. 
Lavinia Gay, and by $6,000 in endowment notes secured by the president 
of thecollege. About $1,000 have been expended in improvements and 
repairs during the year. We recommend that W. L. C. Hunnicutt be ap- 
pointed president and B. M. Drake and T. E. Winecoff, professors. 

This Board recommends that Jno. W. Chambers and H. C. Newsom be 


’ confirmed as trustees of this college. 


MILLSAPS COLLEGE. 


Inability to secure the full endowment fund and unavoidable delay in 
selecting the location and erection of the necessary buildings, constrained 
the Board of Trustees to postpone the formal opening of the college until 


ee ta y . am J Mie 2 
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the fall of 1892. The agent has been diligently at work and has added 
$6028.90 in new notes and subscriptions to the endowment, of which 
$1910.51 is for the scholarship fund. There are nowin possesion $62,032.76 
in interest bearing bonds yeilding a revenue, and $25,481.94 in notes. Of 
these notes, $12,818.25 are past due and $2,692.75 are due in December, 1892. 
The collection of these notes is being pushed. Several scholarships have 
been established to aid deserving young men to obtain an education. The 
“Clara Chrisman Scholarship” has been established, the interest ‘of which 
will be uséd in educating candidates for missionary work when such apply. 
On this scholarship have been raised, $1270.51. 

The college property consists of 75 acres of land just north of the city 
limits of Jackson, Miss., on which there is a commodious frame building 
with several other smaller buildings and ten acres of land west of the city 
valued at $500. The main college building, now in process of erection, is 
of modern style of architecture, specially adapted to college work. The 
trustees ask that the assessment be continued.

¥ pupils, in the estimation of the president, since his connection with the col- 


lege. A wholesome religious influence prevades the school, the young la- 
dies have weekly prayer meetings and have devotional exercises in connec- 
tion with the Epworth League. Many needed repairs have been made on 
the buildings. The college has always been self-sustaining : there is no 
debt upon it. An endowment is needed. aN 


PorT GIBSON FEMALE COLLEGE. 


The property consists of a square and a half of ground well located in 
Port Gibson, Miss., with two two-story brick buildings capable of accommo- 
dating 150 pupils. There are seven teachers and ninety-four students. The 
college is in successful operation. An endowment is needed and asked for 
from the Conference, if deemed practicable. 

This Board recommends that G. W. Rembert, J. J. Gordon and Jno. 
McC. Martin be confirmed as trustees of this college.
